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FORIWOBD 

The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a  nation- 
wide organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsihility  of  operating  a  stand- 
ard statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics 
is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of  Agriculture  working  in  cooperation 
with  the  .Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture,   The  year  193S  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of 
statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  Io?/a  Orop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  to 
meet  the  puhlic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature  and 
for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa  and  the 
United  States . 

In  recent  years,  there  has  heen  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural  or- 
ganizations, commercial  interests,  teachers ^  legislators,  and  county,  State  and 
governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change  in  coun- 
ties.   Little  has  iDeen  done  in  the  past  to  make  availalole  data  for  each  county 
over    an  extended  period  of  time.    So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data  that 
some  organizations  have  assemhled  such  information  at  considerable  cost.     It  is 
in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offerod  have  been  assemhlod  from  existing  State  and 
Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  iNTorman  V.  Strand,  State- 
wide Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics  and 
Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official  Project 
65-I-72-I55  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.    Official  Project  665-72-3-36 
furnished  the  material  for  Tatles  25  and  27. 

The  Iowa  .Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparat  ion  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  have  "been  rele^^sed  for  publication  in  this  series. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa,  assessors  and  tax  officials  who  collect  data 
on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.     Without  these  data  "by 
townships  and  counties  detailed  agriciiltural  statistics  would  he  less  accurate 
and  less  complete,

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lOW^  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  BUCHAH4N  COUUTY 

Buchanan  Coi^ty  was  a  part  of  the  original  DulDuque  County,  established 
by  the  Wisconsin  Territorial  Legislature  in  1837 .     In  18^3  the  present 
boundaries  were  determined  and  it  was  named  in  honor  of  James  Buchanan, 
who  later  became  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  first  white  man  known  to  have  settled  in  the  county  was  William 
Bennett,  who,  with  his  family,  came  from  Delaware  County  in  February,  1SU2. 
He  settled  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Wapsipinicon  River  where  Qjuasqueton  was 
later  laid  out.    Others  soon  followed  and  a  post  office  najned  Quasqueton  was 
established  in  18^5' 

The  site  chosen  for  the  county-seat  in  18^7  is  the  place  where  Inde- 
pendence now  stands.     The  county  was  formally  organized  by  the  election  of 
its  officers  in  18US  and  the  first  railroad  in  tne  county,  the  Dubuque 
and  Sioux  City  Road  reached  Independence  in  1859*  i/ 

A  reminder  of  by-gone  days  is  a  kite  shaped  race  track  just  west  of 
Independence  which  flourished  in  the  early  '90's,    Numerous  records  were 
broken  on  this  track  and  thoroughbred  horses  were  brought  here  from  all 
parts  of  the  world.     2/    .41so  of  interest,  is  the  fact  that  seventy  work 
oxen  were  assessed  by  the  county  in  1875* 

Area 

Buchanan  Cotinty  is  practically  2h  miles  square,  embracing  5^7  square 
miles  or  surface         or  362,880  acres.    Of  this  number,  352,850  acres  are 
listed  as  farm  lands*    k/    There  are  16  townships  in  the  county  and  it 
ranks  thirty-sixth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State,  sharing  this  place  with 
Cerro  G-ordo  and  Story  counties. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Buchanan  County  are  grouped  into  4  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  loc?.tion;  nnjnely,  drift,  loess,  terrr'.ce,  and  swajnp  and 
bottom-land.     The  drift  soils  cover  81.1  percent  of  the  surface  and  are 
divided  into  Carrington  loams — 5^*2  percent,  Clyde  loams — 18. ^-  percent, 
Dickinson  lon,ms  — 2.5  percent,  Lindley  loajns — ^,1  percent,  Dodgeville  loam — 
0,1  percent,  Thurston  loojn — 0.1  percent,  Dickinson  loamy  sand — O.3  percent, 
Lindley  sand — O.3  percent,  and  Carrington  loamy  fine  sand — 0,1  percent. 
The  loess  soils  cover  O.5  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Fayette

silt  loam— O.U  percent,  and  Fayette  sand— 0.1  percent.    The  terrace  soils 
cover  11.9  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  O'Neill  loams — 6,6 
percent,  Waukesha  loams — 2.U  percent,  Bremer  loams — lej  percent,  Bertrand 
loams — 0,S  percent,  Jackson  silt  loam — 0,1  percent,  O'lNFeill  loamy  sand — 
0,1  percent,  and  Sparta  fine  sand— 0.2  percent.     The  swamp  and  hottom-land 
soils  cover  6»5  percent  of  the  total  area  of  the  county  and  are  divided 
into  fa"bash  loams — k,l  percent,   Cass  loams— 2  =  1  percent,  Sarpy  fine  sandy 
loam — 0,1  percent,  G-enesee  fine  sandy  loam — 0.1  percent,  and  muck  and  peat — 
0,1  percent.  ^/ 

Topography 

With    few  exceptions  the  physical  features  of  Buchanan  County  show  "but 
a  slight  variation.    They  consist  mainly  of  gently  rolling  plains,  with  a 
large  area  of  smooth,  level  land  in  the  northeast  part.    The  majority  of 
the  streams  flow  through  shallow  valleys  and  have  comparatively  short  trib- 
utaries.   However,  in  the  vicinity  of  Q,uasqueton,   in  the  south  central  part 
of  the  county,  the  ¥apsipinicon  River  has  cut  a  gorge  ahout  I50  feet  deep 
which  extends  for  a  considerc'.ble  distance.     Some  rather  steep  hills  and 
rough  areas  are  found  in  this  region,  making  a  sharp  contrast  with  the 
otherwise  gently,  undulating  topography. 

The  Wapsipinicon  River  and  its  tributaries  form  the  natural  drainage 
for  most  of  the  coxmty,  except  in  the  southwest  corner  where  Spring,  Lime, 
and  Bear  creeks,  tributaries  of  the  Cedar  River,  flow  in  a  general  southerly 
direction.     The  Wapsipinicon  River  enters  the  county  in  the  northwest  part 
and  flows  southeastward.     The  principal  tributaries  of  this  river  are  the 
Buck,  Otter,  Pine,  and  Buffalo  creeks.  6/ 

CI imate 


The  average  temperature  for  38  years  (1892'-1930)  wo.s  ^-7.0  degrees. 
The  avero,ge  precipit^,tion  for  76  T/ears  (185^-1930)  was  32^87  inches,  and 
the  growing  season  averaged  I50  days  between  the  killjng  frost  dates  of 
May  5  and  October  2,  recorded  from  1892  to  1930,  X/ 


Population 


The  number  of  inhobitnnts  in  Buchanan  County  increased  from  1^-9  in 
18^6  to  over  ^,000  in  the  next  10  years.     The  peak  was  reached  in  I9OO

Cooperatives 


In  1937)  there  were  7  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — 2  elevators  and  5  creameries. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  1,1 61  members,  of  which  9^6  were  active,  and  3)066 
persons  did  business  with  the  7  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $l,lUl,3S8  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
$98,98U  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively^    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for

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Fruit 

There  were  25,717  apple  trees  bearing  1^,551  bushels  recorded  in  I9O9. 
This  was  the  record  year  for  apples,    Peaches  ha.ve  never  been  of  any  con- 
sequence.   Plums  had  their  largest  record  of  trees,  7>351>        1909  and  their 
largest  production,  1,696  bushels,  in  189^.     In  1909.  the  peak  year  for 
cherries,  there  were  4,335  trees  and  1,15^  bushels  reported.    The  largest 
nianber  of  grape  vines,  7,550,  were  recorded  in  189^,  hut  the  largest  yield 
was  19,337  pounds  in  I9O9.  1^/ 

llote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as 
follows:     (1)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  -cut  for  silage, 
{k)  corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.     A.  total  production  is 
given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting 
county  totals  of  production,  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multi- 
plied by  the  yield  (derived  b/  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total 
acres  husked)  and  added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown 
as  husked.     This  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  woxild  have  produced  the  same 
yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  193^  and  1936,  botii  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  hus^ced  ¥;ere  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  tnose  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  ard  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage 
not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

Tnis  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  to'-'mships.    The  township  yields 
for  these  t-wo  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bus'aels  husked-     the  1 0 1 al  corn  acreage  is  shown 
by  township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage 
shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure The  co'cnty 
suminary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  193^  -■'^^  193^  have  been  adjusted  f 01* . 
poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately 
be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for 
the  cc'.i.ty. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  a.nd  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  as- 
sumed to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  co-unty  yield  and  township  yields 
are,  therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  193^  suad  193^.
